Charlie Lee 
Pleads Guilty 


Monday was another day in 
court for Charlie 
37-year-old black man found 
innocent last year of the 1977

Deposit Increase Discussed By Utility 


The Elba Water and 
Electric Board met Tuesday 
afternoon ‘for the regularly 


_kcheduled meeting with all 


Thembers present and voting, 
Chairman Charles Hayes gave 
a report of the financial 
condition of the utility and the 
number of customers behind in 
their payments to open the 
meeting. 

According to his comments 
from the prepared report given 
to each board member 
monthly, fifty-six (56) accounts 
are -ausing problems. These 
include 32 customers late with 
their payments totaling 
$2,187.90. Hayes and City 
Clerk Jack Prescott indicated 
they expected to collect all this 
money, as it is mostly chronic 
late payers or some special 
circumstance that they are 
aware of in the office. Twenty- 
two accounts totaling $2,488.33 
are inactive accounts composed 
of people who have moved or 
businesses now out of business 
and leaving a balance. The 
deposits have not been applied 
to these accounts and will 
reduce the total somewhat. 
Two accounts totaling $91.14 
were pulled recently for non- 
payment. 

The upswing in unpaid 
accounts since the 30% rate 
increase led to a 
recommendation by City Clerk 
Jack Prescott that some classes 


to cover some of the unpaid 
bills. Hayes told the members 
of the board he would report 
to them next month with a 
recommendation, for adjusting 
the utility deposits. 

The financial report 
indicated the utility realized a 
gross profit of $10,835.64 on 
electricity, $401.31 on water 
and as the utility gets none of 
the sewer income, a net loss of 
$2992.65 on maintaining the 
sewer pumps. This gross profit 
will first be applied to payment 
of monthly bond repayments. 

The utility department is 
eighty-nine (89) thousand 
dollars under the expected 
expenses for the year, however 


sixty thousand of this is 
capitol expenditures not used. 
Hayes questioned _ the 


flouriding of water and stated 
he was under the impression 
we had been doing it for years. 
It was determined by board 
members that the practice was 
stopped several years ago and 
no one is sure where the 
flouriding machines are stored. 
Member Cleo Hawkins. who is 
serving as full time 
superintendent of the utility 
without pay, promised to check 
the entire matter and report 
back to the board. 

The board denied payment 
of a claim for repairing 
electrical damage to a mobile 
home indicating their 
investigation showed no 


— 


damage to others on the same 
transformer and that the 
damage was probably because 
of an over-load inside the 
trailer. 


Payments of monthly bills 
totaling $19,892.26 was ap- 
proved after it was explained 
that much of the increase was 
due to purchasing the 
additional large transformers to 
supply electricity to the new 
expansion at Kleinert’s. 


Johnny James Knighton, 
black man, age 29, is in the 
Coffee County jail charged with 
the beating death of his 21- 
year-old wife in the early 
morning hours Saturday. 

Law officers say Knighton 
beat his wife, Merelene Mus- 
grove Knighton, with a stick. 
She died about 8:30 Saturday 
morning in a Montgomery hos- 
pital where she had been 
rushed by a unit of the Elba 
Rescue Squad. 

Chief Deputy Sheriff Ray 
Norris investigated the events, 
assisted by Auxiliary Deputy 
Bobby Boutwell. Norris gave 
the following account: 

Knighton called him about 
1 a.m. Saturday and said he 
couldn't find his wife and 
wanted to know if Norris knew 
where she was. Knighton had 
been an inmate in the Coffee 
County jail and was a trusty for 
some time. 

Norris couldn't help 
Knighton at that time, but 
received another call about 3 
a.m.and Knighton told Norris 
he had killed his wife, and told 
Norris to come get him at 
Curtis Seed and Feed. 

About ten minutes later 
Knighton reportedly called 
Norris again and told Norris’ 
wife he was at the Elba Wood 
Products Woodyard at Danley 
Crossroads. 

Sometime _—_ during this 
Knighton also called Reserve 
Deputy Boutwell. Both men 
went to the scene and found 
Knighton and his wife, with 
Mrs. Knighton lying on the 
ground, 

The Elba Rescue Squad 
transported Mrs. Knighton to 
the Elba General Hospital and 
later to Montgomery. Norris 
and Boutwell placed Knighton 
in the county jail. He lacked 
only a few days completing his 
parole from his previous sen- 
tence, according to Norris. 


Wayne Adcock Caught 


in Texas 


Wayne Adcock, a resident 
of Coffee County, has been 
arrested in Corpus Cristi, 
Texas, on charges stemming 
from an armed robbery 


conviction in Covington 
County. 
Adcock, in his early 


twenties, was convicted of the 
armed robbery of a store in 
Opp, and was placed on 
probation. His probation was 
recently revoked and he was 
ordered to serve 60-days in 
the Covington County Jail, in 
Andalusia. However, Adcock 
failed to appear to serve the 
sentence and additional 
charges were filed. Authorities 
in Texas arrested Adcock, and 


he is now awaiting extradition 
to Covington County. 

The Coffee County 
Sheriff's Department is holding 
a warrant against Adcock for 
auto theft, pending Grand Jury 
action.

As we look into the story of 
Rizpah, how she suffered 
greater tribulation than an 
woman in the Old Testament. 
For five months, from the 
barley harvest until the early 
tains, Rizpah watched over the 
dead, unburied bodies of her 
two sons, resting beside the 
bodies of Sauls five grandsons. 

Rizpah’s name has come to 
mean “‘intense _ suffering,’’ 
which we see such as only a 
devoted mother can endure. 

Others had forsaken their 
loved ones, who had been 
hanged and accursed, but 
Rizpah stood by them in death, 
as she did in life. 

As we look into the life df 
Rizpah there are three things I 
would like to bring to our 
attention about a devoted 
mother. One is a mother that 
is devoted in love, Her love 
for her sons. No greater love 
can any mother show than that 
of giving up part of her life to 
protect and to shield her 
children from the dangers of 
the world. 


As we see Rizpah taking a 
sackcloth, and spreading it out 
to shield her by day from the 
scorching sun, and to use it to 
rest upon by night, we see a 
devoted ects: 

We see Rizpah looking 
upon the sunscorched, weird, 
and blackened and dishonored 
bodies of her sons, watching 
closely to save them from 
further harm. And now half 
dead from sleepiness, and with 
daring efforts she drives away 
the dogs and the vultures that 
would have devoured them. 
This reminds us of the 
sleepliness our mothers have 
spent at times. In times when 
we are sick, or in trouble they 
care for us. When we are out 
at night they stay awake to 
see if we are safe. I can 
remember when my mother 
would stay up at night till the 
last of her sons or daughters 
were in and all were ht. 
Then she would go to bed and 
not before.
